Quarantine Against Honduras for Yellow Fever. 

On March 18, 1921, quarantine restrictions on account of reported 
yellow fever were put in force by the quarantine authorities of Cuba 
against vessels from Honduras. 

JAMAICA. 

Infectious Disease (Alastrim or Kaffir Pox). 

During the week ended March 12, 1921, 207 new case's of alastrim 
or Kaffir pox were reported in the island of Jamaica. 

JUGOSLAVIA. 

Typhus Fever — Province of Medjumurju. 

During the week ended January 8, 1921, 114 remaining cases of 
typhus fever and 73 new cases of the disease were reported in the 
Province of Medjumurju, a mining region of Jugoslavia. During the 
week ended February 19, 1921, 51 remaining cases and 42 new cases 
were reported. The American consul at Belgrade, Jugoslavia, 
reported, February 21, 1921, suspension of health certificates 
for emigrants from the Province of Medjumurju. 
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MEXICO. 

Plague — Tampico. 

Plague lias been reported at Tampico, Mexico, as follows: March 

27, 1921, one fatal case; March 30, 1921, one fatal case, with new 

zone of infection; April 2, 1921, pneumonic form of plague reported 

present. 

PARAGUAY. 

Plague — Asuncion. 

A fatal case of plague was reported at Asuncion, Paraguay, Feb- 
ruary 4, 1921. The case occurred in the vicinity of the market, 
where marked infestation of rats was reported to exist.

The occurrence was 
reported according to districts as follows: Bialystok, cases, 321 ; fatal 
ities, 33; Galicia, cases, 3,427; fatalities, 457; Kielce, cases, 426 
fatalities, 42; Lodz, cases, 200; fatalities, 14; Lublin, cases, 383 
fatalities, 18; Posen, cases, 13; Silesia, 1 case; Warsaw, cases, 340 
fatalities, 16 (Warsaw city, cases, 197; fatalities, 17).

Epizootic Epidemics — Province of Corunna. 

During the month of January, 1921, epidemics of epizootic dis- 
eases (including anthrax and foot-and-mouth disease), with 28,894 
registered cases, were reported in the Province of Corunna, Galicia, 

Spain.
